Merit plan withdrawn

California State University 
and Colleges (CSUC) Trustee 
Jeanette Ritchie will submit a 
new proposal concerning 
faculty and staff layoff 
procedures at next week's 
meeting of the CSUC Board of 
Trustees. 

The new proposal, if ap- 
proved by the trustees, will be 
a substitute for her original 
resolution establishing 
‘‘merit’* as the ‘“‘paramount”’ 
consideration in establishing 
layoff procedures. 

Ritchie's new proposal em- 
phasizes that the trustees is 
totally committed to the prin- 
ciples of academic freedom 
and faculty tenure. 

‘While seniority is an im- 
portant factor, it is of itself not 
a sufficient criterion for deter- 
mination of layoffs,’’ the 
resolution states. 


The resolution § also 
recommends that an already 
established committee, the 
Task Force on Steady State 


Staffing, be restructured to in- 
clude members from the 
President's Committee, the 
California State Academic 
Senate, and the California 
State University and Colleges 
Student Presidents’ As- 
sociation 

Under Ritchie's first plan, 
these groups were asked to 
provide input to the board at 
its May meeting 

The new proposal requires 
that the task force review es- 
tablished layoff processes and 
report to the trustees at their 
January 1977 meeting. 

Ritchie is proposing a new 
resolution because of a 
realization for additional time 
to consider the question of 
faculty and staff layoffs, ac- 
cording to Charles Davis, 
spokesman for the CSUC 
chancellor’s office said. 

Ritchie could not be 
reached for comment. 
Campus factions opposing 
Ritchie's former proposal 
were unavailable for 
comment at Hornet 
publication time. 


Campus prices raised

The ASI Senate voted 
Wednesday night to approve 
the first increase in the price 
of student admission to 
various campus activities in 
almost 20 years. 

Meeting in an unusual even- 
ing session, which almost was 
cancelied for lack of a 
quorum, the Senate voted 
unanimously to grant the in- 
crease. The price of staging 
events has risen dramatically

over the past few years, while 
the price of student ad- 
missicns has remained the 
same. 

The new price structure, 
which includes price hikes for 
alumni, off - campus students, 
and the general public, will 
raise the price of admission to 
football and_ basketbali 
games, and productions of the 
Theater Arts Department by 
50 cents. 

The increased price struc- 
ture goes into effect July 1.

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The California State At- 
torney General's office will

Strader denied rumors that 
the investigation would focus 
on the March 3 firing of 
Eugene E. Morris, former ex- 
ecutive director of the foun- 
dation 

Strader said that the audit 
would be conducted to deter- 
mine whether funds were be- 
ing used for those purposes 
designated by the foundation's 
articles of incorporation and 
“not sidetracked to private 
purposes.” 

‘We are not concerned with 
the internal management of 


the foundation,’ Strader ex- 
plained. 
Yesterday's Sacramento 


Union reported Bond as ter- 
ming the upcoming audit by 
the attorney general's Regis- 
try of Charitable Trusts as ‘a 
pretty routine thing.”’ 

Strader, attorney for the 
registry, told the Union that 
his office had never audited 
the foundation.

In a surprise move that has 
shaken apart a tenuous com- 
promise between the Hornet 
and anti - Gallo Wine groups at 
CSUS, Gallo representative 
Daniel Soloman arranged to 
run a second ad in Wednes- 
day’s Hornet that responded 
to a UFW ad on the opposite 
page. 

The second Gallo ad, which 
included political statements 
favorable to the wine com- 
pany, was not supposed to be 
run as part of the compromise 
between the Hornet and the 
MECHA - UFW groups. Only 
the commercial Carlo Rossi 
ad — with a disclaimer run 
beside it — was supposed to be 
run under the compromise ar- 
ranged by Hornet editor Dave 
Miller. 

But Soloman said he ar- 
ranged through Hornet adver- 
tising manager Susan Siskey 
to run the late second ad, 
without the Herent editorial 
staff being notified of the 
change. 

Thus, it appears the Hornet 
has not lived up to its side of 
the compromise. 

Miller said he knew nothing 
of the second ad before he saw 
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California State University, Sacramento

learned of questionable foun- 
dation expenditures through 
local newspapers. 

“There was some smoke 
somewhere out there over 
something that we should take 
a look at,”’ Strader said 

In a related development 
California State University 
and Colleges Chancellor 
Glenn S. Dumke issued a 
March 17 statement in support 
of Bond against allegations in 
a “Faculty Declaration of 
Intent’ endorsed by CSUS 
faculty last Wednesday. 


The document alleged, 
among other things, that Bond 
had ‘‘caused Morris to be fired 
without justification or 
reason.’ 


Dumke said that the ques- 
tion in the faculty declaration 
‘“‘concerns the relative 
authority and responsibility of 
the administration and the 
faculty on that campus 

‘This is not a new question 


Surprise ad shakes agreement 


Soloman contacted Siskey 
early Tuesday to find out if the 
Hornet was going to run a 
UFW ad. Siskey confirmed 
this fact and told Soloman 
which ad it was. Soloman then 
arranged to have a second ad 
drawn up and sent te the 
Hornet before the 6 p.m. 
deadline. 

After Soloman arranged to 
get the new adin Wednesday's 
paper, he was in contact with 
Miller, who told him of his 
compromise with UFW. 
Soloman did not say anything 
about a second ad to Miller — 
although he knew full well it 
would appear to discredit the 
UFW ad. 

Soloman said that he would 
write a letter of apology to the 
Hornet for not clearing the 
second ad through proper 
channels and embarrassing 
the Hornet editorial stance. , 
which is sympathetic to UFW - 
MECHA views. 

Soloman added that the 
CSU San Diego campus 
newspaper ran into this same 
problem with the two ads run- 
ning together in the same 
edition. But the CSU San Diego 
newspaper staff had no com- 
promise with the UFW as did 
the CSUS paper. 

“IT can’t talk for my San 
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CSUS Foundation probe planned 


at California State University, 
Sacramento,’ Dumke said. 
After obtaining a legal 
opinion, Dumke said that the 
“serious abuses" alleged by 
the faculty document ‘‘do not 
appear to be abuses at ail. 
‘Indeed in many instances, 
they are attempts by 
President Bond's ad- 
ministration’s to conform the 
internal procedures of the 
campus to the rules and 
regulations which govern the 
system,’ Dumke said. 
Faculty should be _ con- 
sulted in university personnel 


matters and administrators 
should be “‘‘sensitive’’ to 
university constituencies, 


Dumke said 


“There is, however, noth- 
ing in these processes that 
calls for the administrator to 
abdicate final decision - mak- 
ing responsibility and 
authority vested in, and re- 
quired of, him by law. 


“IT regret that this dispute 
has occurred and urge the re - 
establishment of dialogue 
within a spirit of collegiality so 
that the points at issue can be 
resolved,’ Dumke concluded. 


Diego State journalistic 
colleagues’ sense of fairness 
and equity,”’ Miller said, ‘‘AllI 
know is that it was unfair of 
our paper to run the Gallo res- 
ponse that same day the UFW 
ad ran."’ Miller added that an 
apology will be printed in the 
Hornet to the UFW - MECHA 
groups for erroneously prin- 
ting the ads in the same 
edition. 

Soloman was surprised to 
learn the second ad caused so 
much controversy. 

“I felt that to let this 
‘weasel’ ad go (UFW) would 
be a mistake,’ Soloman said. 
“One, I felt I had to provide a 
defense for the ad. Two, what 
is wrong with just placing 
another ad?”

Strip mine 
Story wrong 


Editor, the Hornet: 


Mr. Rassmussen'’s letter on 
mining in Death Valley 
National Monument which 
was printed in the March 16 
Hornet contained several 
Statements which were inac- 
curate or misleading which I 
wish to clarify. 

First of all, senate bill 2371 
is not directed primarily at 
eliminating mining in Death 
Valley alone, but also in 
Glacier Bay, New Mexico, 
Alaska, Capitol Reef, New 
Mexico, Utah, Saguaro, New 
Mexico, Arizona and all other 
units in the national park 
system. 

Calling an area a national 
monument doesn’t mean you 
can mine there, it means that 
it was set aside by a presiden- 
tial act, as opposed to a 
national park which is set 
aside by an act of Congress. 

When Death Valley was set 
aside by President Hoover in 
1933, it was recognized that 
mining had played a 
significant part in the opening 
up of the area, and that to ex- 
clude the ‘‘picturesque 
miner”’ with his burro and pic- 
kax would eliminate an 
interesting historical element 
from the monument. 

Unfortunately the grizzled 
solitary miner has _ been 
replaced by a technician wor- 
king for a large multi - 
national corporation, and his 
burro has been replaced by a 
10 - cubic - yard earthmover. 

They are not very pic- 
turesque, nor are they par- 
ticularly interesting. They 
just do a brutally efficient job 
of strip mining a beautiful 
natural area that belongs to all 
of us. e 

When the President set the 
area aside, he set the whole th- 
ing aside, he didn’t say that 
there were any parts that 
shouldn’t be seen. He charged 
the National Park Service 
with the responsibility of 
preserving the area ‘‘unim- 
paired for the enjoyment of 
future generations.” 


The exclusion of tale and 
borate mining would not 
produce shortages of these 
minerals as they exist 
elsewhere in the state in 
greater proven quantities. 
What it would do is preserve 
an area of outstanding natural 
beauty that is unic ve in all the 
world

“A University is a special 
enterprise,’ wrote CSUS 
President James G. Bond in a 
reply addressed to CSUS 
faculty concerning the 
Faculty Senate’s Declaration 
of Intent. ‘It requires the 
concentration of a reasonable 
number of highly educated 
men and women who have one 
thing incommon: a dedication 
and the competence to search 
for truth.” 

That search for truth is 
what prompted the faculty's 
declaration. It called for Bond 
to either make changes in his 
policy or resign, with basic 
charges centered around 
Bond's lack of acceptance of 
the Faculty Senate opinion. 

‘Nowhere in the Education 
Code, Title 5, policy 
statements of the Board of 
Trustees, or memoranda from 
the chancellor's office is there 
even a suggestion that these 
appointments be made by 
‘‘mutual consent,’’ Bond 


states. “‘The concept of 
‘mutual consent’ may sound 
appealingly - collegial but it 
would authorize a faculty veto 
over the president's basic res- 
ponsibility to exercise his best 
judgement — and for the latter 
he alone is held accountable.”’ 

‘The most charitable inter- 
pretation of his remarkable 
proposition is that no such 
principle exists (or has ex- 
isted) because the president 
does not believe in it,’’ the 
faculty responded. ‘‘That is 
precisely what the Statement 
of Intent charges. his 
argument, insofar as one is ad- 
vanced, reduces the 
proposition that mutual 
consent is not legally man- 
dated.”’ 

The faculty mentions that 
in some hierarchical 
erganizations, in this case the 
CSUS administration, the 
belief that because something 
is not legally mandated, it is 
therefore legally prohibited 


and used as a manipulative 
vehicle. 

The second faculty charge 
stating that the president has 
sought to attack ‘‘the 
iraditional organization of 
acacgemic departments as 
collegial bodies . . . by caus- 
ing to be prepared a proposal 
which would, by redefining the 
position and function of 
department chairs, bureauc- 
ratize the organization of the 
campus and substitute hierar- 
chy for professional res- 
ponsibility’’ is also refuted by 
Bond as false. 

“The facts are quite op- 
posite," Bonds says. “A 
proposal was developed on the 
selection, appointment and 
replacement of department 
chairs whichis consistent with 
Board of Trustees policy.” 

‘Here, as elsewhere in his 
statements, the president 
makes clear his commitment 
to his own absolute 
authority,’’ the senate states. 


Auditor's field notes disappear, 
replaced after month's absence 


One of two state auditors 
assigned in 1974 to investigate 
CSUS Foundation expen- 
ditures by several campus ad- 
ministrators said Thursday 
some of his field notes were 
removed from working papers 
prior to the audit report’s 
release and then replaced a 
month later after the report 
was made public. 


Cliff Johnson, a _ State 
Department of Finance 
auditor, said that he and R. B. 
Giberson, another field 
auditor, ‘‘noticed that several 
of our working papers were 
missing’’ in a Nov. 21, 1974 
review of their field notes, the 
day before the report was 
made public. 


“It wasn’t long after that 

. maybe a month at the 
most that we reviewed the 
working papers again and 
found the missing papers in 
there,’ Johnson said. 


He said his supervisors — 
someone else authorized 
access to the documents — 
have been reviewing them. 

“But it’s unlikely they 


would keep them for that long 
a period of time,’’ he said. 


Johnson's superiors, senior 
auditor Willis Garber and 
chief auditor Joseph Minter, 
were both unavailable for 
comment. 

The report, released Nov. 
22, 1974, challenged the expen- 
diture by CSUS ad- 
ministrators of $1,862 in CSUS 
Foundation funds for lun- 
cheons and entertainment. 

The foundation administers 
funds the campus receives 
from such outside sources as 
federal grants and en- 
dowments. 

Appended to the public 
report by the auditors was a 
list of 30 questionable expen- 
ditures, mostly by CSUS ad- 
ministrators. 

Johnson said he discovered 
30-40 questionable 


expen- 


ditures from a six-month list 
of Bond's $3,500 discretionary 
fund alone. 

“In my original report I 
said that roughly $1,600 should 
be returned to the foundation 
from Bond's discretionary 
fund,’ Johnson said. 

He said the list he compiled 
on discretionary funds was 
missing from the working 
papers when he first reviewed 
them prior to the audit 
report's release and then 
replaced a month later after 
the report was made public. 

“As I recall R. B. Giberson 
also noticed that severai of his 
working papers were missing 
and then replaced later on 
too,"’ Johnson said. 

Giberson declined 
comment on the matter. 


any 
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‘That he imagines that these 
claims are consistent with 
collegiality merely discloses 
the depth of the gulf which 
separates his understandings 
and values from those of this 
faculty and those which are re- 
quired by the ‘best intersts of 
the University.’ "’ 


According to the faculty, 
Bond has also contem- 
pously,disregarded the op- 
position and the arguments 
and appeals of faculty bodies, 
when confronted with the 
Faculty Review Board 
proposal for evaluation of 
faculty for tenure and 
promotion, and substitute ad- 
ministration dominated 
review procedures. 


Bond cites the charge as be- 
ing false on at least two 
counts, stating, “The Faculty 
Review Board will not under- 
mine established procedures 
of peer evaluation of faculty.” 


He further comments that 
the recommendations for 
promotion and tenure must 
start with peer evaluation in 
the department. 


“To further charge me with 
‘contemptuously  (disregar- 
ding) the opposition and the 
arguments and appeals of 
faculty bodies’ is_ totally 
false,’ says the president. 
“Neither the vice president 
for academic affairs, nor have 
I received any response from 
the Faculty Senate (other than 
its initial opposition) and 
therefore it is a grave dis-

tortion of fact to charge me 
with disregarding the op- 
position and arguments and 
appeals of the faculty bodies."’ 

The fourth charge centers 
around the board’s March 3 
dismissal of CSUS Foundation 
Director Eugene Morris. The 
faculty states that Morris was 
fired without justification 
over the unanimous opposition 
of the faculty representatives 
on the governing board. 


“This is simply not true,” 
Bond states. ‘‘The Board of 
Governors obviously did have 
a reason for dismissing the ex- 
ecutive director of the CSUS 
Foundation. The reason was 
that the executive director 
was uncooperative with the 
university administration.” 


Bond charges that the 
faculty's position on his rolein 
grievance procedures is just 
another expression of the 
concept of mutual consent 
which has ‘‘no basis in fact.” 


‘If one were to deny the ex- 
istence of such parameters 
than carried to its absurd ex- 
treme, what would prevent all 
of the faculty from voting 
themselves tenured and 
promotion to the fifth step of 
professor, and with no teach- 
ing responsibilities?’’ Bond 
asked. 


The faculty responded, 


“The fact that the president's 
understanding of grievance 
procedure explicitly denies 
any parameter on presidential 
arbitrariness.”

Athletic provision confusing 


(CPS) It's all trial and error 
these days as colleges and univer- 
sities around the nation try to ap- 
ply federal anti - discrimination 
laws to their own campuses. And 
nowhere is the confusion more 
evident than in the athletic 
provisions of the. Title IX 
guidelines 

Colleges and universities were 
given three years to even up their 
men’s and women’s athletics 
departments, aithough the Office 
of Civil Rights did not set quetas or 
fixed percentages for salaries, 
scholarships and equipment. This 
left the individual schools with the 
responsibility of interpreting the 
law and applying it to themselves 

Many schools are reluctant to 
do so. With athletic budgets 
decreasing at many schools, and 
even the big football powers losing 
money, much of the money for the 


women's programs come directly 
from the men’s share. Although 
women’s collegiate athletics have 
grown by leaps and bounds in the 
past vear. they still amount to only 
a fraction of the men’s 
departments 

At Kansas University, for 
instance. women's athletics 
received only $9,300 in 1973. This 
year, the department was given 
$132.000 for their women’s teams 
Meanwhile the men’s department 
received more than $2 million for 
their sports programs 

It's the same story at hundreds 
of other schools. This year. 
women’s sports at Marshall 
University (W. Va.) make up only 
two or three per cent of total 
budget of the athletic program, 
about $25,000. At Oklahoma State 
University (OSU), the women’s 
department ts receiving less than 14

Overall, the film is pas- 
sable. Tom Gries’ direction is 
adequate and the pace of the 
film is quick. The photography 
and settings are fine and make 
the film, aesthetically, easy to 
watch. These elements are 
complemented by the fine sup- 
porting actors who include 
Ben Johnson, Richard Cren- 
na, and Charles Durning.

that, while most of the film 
contains excellent mixed 
suspense, the last ten minutes 
resort te every western cliche 
imaginable including the 
calvary - to - the - rescue 
routine.

Services 

CSUS Business Manager 
Stan Pretzer told the Hornet 
last Friday that in CSUS’ reply 
to the 1974 audit recommen- 
dation ‘‘we stated that since 
the business office and not the 
president was responsible for 
the oversight (in not obtaining 
prior approval) it seemed to 
us a matter of equity that the 
chancellor's office should help 
us obtain approval of the 
payment.” 

He said the reason no 
repayment was needed was 
because ‘‘the chancellor's of- 
fice was able. . . to waive this 
requirement; and_ the 
payment to the president was 
approved as being proper.” 

But Kirk said the 1974 audit 
report also noted that since the 
foundation accounting system 
failed to distinguish between 
federal, state and private 
funds ‘‘it is very likely state, 
and even federal monies, were 
involved in the president's 
overpayment.” 


Referendum 


Over 70 faculty members 
have registered disapproval 
of the Declaration of Intent, 
against Hond and his ad- 
ministration, submitted by the 
Faculty Seiate last week. The 
main objections are that the 
document requires, in a 
referendum vote this week, a 
very short yes or no answer 
and the time to respond is too 
short. 

Fannie Canson and Rosa 
Bianca Lo Verso called 
together 15 faculty members 
who objected to the document. 
“We object to signing a 
blanket statement,’ Canson 
said. She is not prepared to 
make a statement on just what 
the faculty members would 
accept as fair. 

The objection statement 
cites distress and concern 
over ‘‘the series of events that 
have created an adversary 
relationship between the 
university president and the 
Faculty Senate.”

statement reads. 


Other objections to the 
original document include 
demanding total capitulation 
by the president, the series of 
‘‘threats’’ that present 
inferential judgements as 
statement of fact and asking 
the faculty to endorse actions 
‘that may be both impractical 
and unrealistic’’ without the 
benefit of open discussion. 


The Declaration of Intent, 
presented to the faculty last 
week, accused President Bond 
of a number of injustices and 
violations in his capacity as 
president. It made a number 
of demands including the re - 
hiring of Eugene Morris, 
former Director of CSUS 
Foundation. 


In the document, the 
faculty threatened to follow a 
course of disassociation with 
the administration if the 
demands weren't met.

VD testing, counseling, and 
treatment. 


Additional lab work as 
needed. 
Also, additional services 


are offered which are not 
covered by Student Service 
fees which are: annual routine 
pap smear, including a 
physical, ($15), annual birth 
control exam ($15), and the 
additional charge for IUD 
($20). 


The annual birth control 
examination is $15 and ap- 
proximately the same cost as 
a visit to the doctor. But our 
women’s clinic provides the 
students two extra follow - up 
appointments; the first ap- 
pointment being a three - 
month evaluation and a 
second sia - month evaluation. 
These two follow - up ap- 
pointments are ordinarily 
another charge per visit by the 
doctor 

The additional charge for 
IUD also includes two extra 
follow - up appointments; a 
two - week follow - up visit and 
a one - month follow - up. Your 
own doctor may charge for 
each follow - up visit. 

The Women's Clinic 
recognizes the needs of the 
female students at CSUS. An 
advantage is the convenience 
of dropping in at the Health 
Center during free time while 
still on campus.

Student loses suit 
on stolen property

CSUS student, Syd Farber, 
lost his suit against the Hornet 
bookstore. Farber filed in 
small claims court In an 
attempt to collect for property 
stolen from the shelves that 
bookstore customers must 
leave their belongings in as 
they enter 

Farber was allowed to 
charge the cost of replacing 
his textbooks, $52.31, by 
bookstore manager Elroy Lit- 
tlefield. But, Farber was 
attempting to receive $111 
compensation in court for his 
calculator, notebooks, and 
knapsack also lost in the theft 

The March 12 decision of 
the Small Claims Court for the 
Sacramento Municipal Court 
District orders the Hornet 
Foundation to recover from 
Farber the $52.31 along with 
court costs of $8 

At the time of the theft no 
signs were up to warn that the 
bookstore accepted no res- 
ponsibility for items left in the 
shelves. With the court 
decision against Farber and 
‘no liability’’ signs up now, It 
is clear that students leave 


possessions at their own risk. 

However Hornet’ Foun- 
dation Director Karl 
Lorentzen said, ‘‘The question 
of responsibility is a gray 
area, presenting a difficult 
situation. We want to do 
whatever we can for the 
student.”’ 

‘When a student has lost 
books. we'd like to reimburse 
them. But you have to balance 
the fact of being human 
against the fact that you area 
business man,’ said 
Lorentzen 

Littlefield urges students to 
leave valuables with th 
cashier or to leave them in 
lockers 


Twenty are 


lockers 
provided and both Littlefield 
and Lorentzen say that rarely 
are all lockers in use, even at 
peak rush hours 

“We are looking at a hat- 
check system to safeguard 


student valuables,’ said 
Lorentzen. ‘“‘The student 
would leave possessions at the 
desk and get a receipt. After 
they are done shopping they 
could pick up their stuff with 
the receipt.” 

But it would involve labor 
costs — money,” Lorentzen 
said

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River bill to be considered

During the past four years 
the 9millien year old 
Stanislaus River has faced 
serious threats to its continued 
existence 

The biggest of these is the 
$200 million New Melones 
Dam. Many people thought 
the issue was resolved in 1974 
when Proposition 17 was nar- 
rowly defeated in what has 


been called “the sleaziest 
campaign in California his- 
tory.” 


The greatest single factor 
affecting the vote was con- 
fusion, which came from the 
wording of the proposition 
(vote YES for NO dam) and 
from the massive, corporately 

financed media campaign 
run by the interests who 
wanted the dam 


A public opinion poll by 
Cory, Glanis and Canapary of 
San Francisco revealed 60 per 
cent of those who voted, regar- 
dless of how they actually 
voted on Proposition 17 
thought they had _ voted 
against the dam 

While Proposition !7 was 
supposed to settle the issue, 
Friends of the River, a 
volunteer peoples lobby, was 
not ready to give up. They 
claim the election was bought 
by the “big money boys.” 
Almost all the money against 
Proposition 17 came in after 
the last campaign filing 
deadline, so it was not ap- 
parent who financed the cam- 
paign until after the election. 


After the election when the 
final disclosure list came out, 
some of the names appearing 
on the list were familiar: 
Southern Pacific Land, 
Southern California Edison, 
Kaiser Cement. Kaiser Steel, 
Goodyear Tire and Rubber, 
Texaco, Atlantic - Richfield, 
and PG and E. 

These companies are sup- 
porting a dam that is not 
needed, according to a state

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timony in court that the ‘New 
Melones water won't be 
needed in the Stanislaus Basin

Although Proposition 17 
was a significant setback to 
those interested in preserving 
the river, it did not end their 
efforts. In January, State 
Senator Peter Behr in- 
troduced SB 1482, that wouid 
include the Stanislaus in the 
Wild and Scenic Rivers 
system 


The Behr bill, which has 11 


Senate co - authors and 25 
Assembly co - authors, would 
allow the Army Corp of 


Engineers to have aneffective 
flood - control dam on the 
Stanislaus without ruining the 
recreational and scenic assets 
of the second most heavily 
used whitewater river in the 


nauion
